Applicant hereby renews it petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the 
above-identified patent application because Applicant never received the Notice of Allowance 
mailed March 9, 2005. The attorney from the Office of Petitions that is handling this matter is 
Mr. Paul Shanoski . 

On September 28, 2005, Applicant mailed a Petition to Withdraw Holding of 
Abandonment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 (hereinafter "original Petition"), along with certain 
exhibits. On March 20, 2006, the Office of Petitions mailed a Decision on Petition Under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.181(A) (hereinafter "Decision"). 
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In the Decision, the Office of Petitions recognized that Petitioner established that the 
Notice of Allowance was not sent to the correct address. However, despite the Petitioner 
providing the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office with a print-out of its own records, which 
indicated that the Notice of Allowance was returned to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office as 
undeliverable (see Exhibit A of the original Petition), the Office of Petitions found that the 
Petitioner did not establish that the Notice of Allowance was not forwarded to the current 
address and subsequently received. Therefore, the Office of Petitions dismissed the original 
Petition. 

In the Decision, the Office of Petitions suggested that a renewed Petition be filed. In the 
renewed Petition, the Office of Petitions has required Petitioner to: (a) assert that he has searched 
the file jacket; (b) assert that he has searched the docket records; (c) include a copy of the file 
jacket 1 ; and, (d) include a copy of the docket report. 

The undersigned hereby asserts that the Notice of Allowance mailed March 9, 2005 was 
not received. The undersigned also asserts that a search of the file jacket and the docket records 
indicates that the Notice of Allowance mailed March 9, 2005 was not received. A copy of the 
docket record for June 9, 2005 is attached as Exhibit A. A copy of the outside of the file jacket 
is also attached as Exhibit B. 

Applicant notes that, on April 27, 2006, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office mailed a 
Notice of Abandonment to Applicant in connection with the above identified patent application. 
Applicant respectfully requests that the holding of abandonment with respect to the above- 
identified patent application be withdrawn. Furthermore, Applicant respectfully requests that:
